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tome of th« Audfenee Were Suffocated 

■y Escaping Gas While Sitting in 
Their Seats — Hundreds Injure 
ed; seored Will Vie. 

Chicago, Dec. 31. — Hundreds of peo- 
ple wt ro killed in ti n mlnutefl Wed- 
needa^ afternoon during a fire in the 
Iroqnote tbeater, the newest, the larg- 
est, and M far ae honaa power could 
make It. the safest theater in Chicago. 

Coroner Traeger at 7:45 p. m. re- 
ported by actual count 73C dead. The 
coroner has been notiflod that there 
is now 422 bodiee at the different 
i^orffnes and ^bepltals. AH IniTe not 
been heard from yet, as a nnmber of 
bodifs were taken to undertakers in 
different parts of the city. 

At 9:30 p. m. it was declared by the' 
police that 637 bodies hare been taken 
from the ruins. 

A few of these people were burned 
to death by Arc, many were snftooated 
))y gas, and scores were trampled to 
death In the panic that followed the 
mad plungo of the frightened audi- 
ence for the exits. It will be many 
hours before the number of dead is 
accurately known, and many days be- 
fore all of them will be identified. 
There were bodies lying by the dnzons 
Wednesday night in tlic uiulertaliiiijj 
rooms, in the police stations, and in 
t)ie hospitals from which n«>arly erery- 
thing that could reveal thoir identity 
to those who knew them best is gone. 
Their clothing Is torn to rags or burn- 
ed to cinders and their fnre.s have 
been trampled into an unrecogni/.nblo 
pulp by the heels of the crowd that 
trampled them down as they Jled for 
safety. 

The Aetera Beeaped. 

The fire broke out during the second 
act of the piay "Mr. Bluebeard," which 
was the first dramatic production giv- 
en in the theater since ita erection. 
ThA company, which wis very large, 
escaped to the street in safety, nearly 
all of them, however, being compelled 
to flee into tho snowy streets with no 
clothing but their stage cobtumes. A 
few members of the company sustain- 
ed minor injuries but none were seri- 
oosly hurt 

The accounts of the origin of the fire 
are conflicting and none of them (er- 
tain, but tho best reason Klven Is that 
an electric wire near the lower part 
Of a piece of drop scenery suddenly 
broke and was grounded. The fire 
spread rapidly toward the front of the 
stage, causing tho members of the 
chorus, who wsre then ong.nfred In the 
performance, to flee to tho wings with 
screams of terror. The Are In itself 
np to this time was not serious and 
poasibly could have been cheeked had 
, nSm the aabestoa curtain failed to work. 
As soon as the Are was discovered 15d- 
dle Foy, the chief comedian of tho com- 
pany, nhoutod to lower the curtain, and 
this was immediately do&e. It de- 
scended about half way and then 
ttiibk. , 



theater, said after the catastrophe that 
if the people had remained in their 
seats and had not been excited by the 
cry of Are, not a single life would 

have been lost. This Is, however, con 
tradlcted by the statements of the flre- 
men, who found numbers of people sit- 
ting in their seats, their facee directed 
toward the adtge ts if the j^erfbrmance 
was still going on. 

People Suffocated in Their Seats. 

It was the opinion of the firemen 
that these people had been aoffocated 
at once by the flow of gas whieh eame 

from behind the asjbeatos curtain. 

As near as can be ascertained at 
the present time about 1,.'?00 people 
were in tba theater. Three hundred 
elf then* wSro oi Am flwt flder, the 

balance belhg in the upper balconies 
and In the hallways back of them. 

The theater Is modeled after the 
Opera Comique in Paris and from the 
rear of each baleeajr there are three 
doors leading out to paasageways to- 
wards the front of the theater. Two 
of these doorwayt are at the end of 
the balcony and one being in the cen- 
ter. The audience in its rush for the 
outer air seemi to hare, for the great- 
er part; elidaed to flee to the left en- 
trance and to attempt to make ita way 
down the eastern stairway leading into 
the lobby of the theater. Outside of 
the people burned and suffocated by 
gas, it was In thono two doorways on 
the first and aecond baiconies that the 
greatest loss of life occurred. When 
the firemen entered the building the 
dead were found stretched in a pile 
reaching from the head of the stairway 
at least eight feet from the door baclt 
to a point about flre feet In the rear of 
the door. 



Infire Roof of the Theater LNIed 
Prom the Waiie. 

The flre thus was given practically 
a flue through which a strong draft 
was setting, aided by the doors which 
had heen thrown open in the front of 
the theater. With a roar and a bound 
the flames shot through the opening 
over the heads of the people on the 
flrst floor and reaching clear up to 
those In the flrst balcony, caught them 
and burned them to death where they 
sat. Immediately following this rush 
of flames there came an explosion 
which lifted the entire roof of the the- 
ater from its walls. Shattering the 
great akyiight into fragments. As 
sooh as the flames flrst' kppekfed be- 
yond tho curtain a man in tbe rear of 
the hali shouted "Fire! Plrc!" and the 
entire audience rose as one person and 
made for the doors. It is believed that 
the explosion waa caused by the flames 
coming in contact with tho gas reser- 
voirs of the theater, causing them to 
burst, wm. J.^Daris. manager *o(.^e 



MASSKt OP OIAD •ODIiS. 

In One Passage Way All Corpaea Were 
Women and Childran. 

This mass of d(\id bodies In the cen- 
ter of the doorway reached to Within 
two feet of the top of the passageway. 
All of the corpses at this point were 
women and children. The flght for life 
which must have taken pla.-^ at theae 
two points is something that is simply 
beyond human |)ovver to ade<iuat(dy de- 
.'■■cribe. Only a faint Idea of its horror 
could be derived from tho aspect of 
the bodies a« they lay. Women on top 
of theae massee of dead had been over- 
taken by death as they were crawling 
on their hands and knee? over the 
bodies of tlioso who had died before. 
Others lay with arms stretched out in 
the direction toward which lay life and 
aafety, holding in their hands frag- 
ments of garments not their own. 
They were evidently tmm from the 
clothing of others whom they Imd en- 
deavored to pull down and trample 
under foot aa they fought for their 
own lives. As the police removed lay- 
er after layer of dead in these door- 
ways, the sight l>ecame too much even 
for police and flremen hardened as they 
are to such scenes, to endure. The 
bodies wiTo In such an inextricable 
mass and eo tightly were they Jammed 
between the sides of the door and the 
walls that it waa impoaaibie to lift 
them one by one and carry them oat. 
The only possible thing to do was to 
seise a limb or some other portion of 
the body and pull with main strength. 
A Terrible Scene. 
Men worked at the tyk with tears 
running down their cheeks, and tho 
sobs of the resc\iers could be heard 
even ill the hall li(>lo\v. where this aw 
ful scene waa l)eing enacted. A num 
ber of the men were compelled to 
abandon their task and giro it over to 
others whose nerves had not aa yet 
been shaken by the awful experience. 
As one by one the bwlie.s wore drag- 
ged out of the water 8oake<l, blackened 
mass of borpses, the spectacle becajne 
more and more heartrending. TlWe 
were women whose clothing was 
completely from their bodies alxyve 
the waist, whose bosoms had been 
trampled into a' pulp and whose facee 
were marred beyond all power of iden- 
tification. Bodies lay In tho first and 
second balconies in great numbers, fa 
some places they were piled u^ in thie 
aisles three and four deep, where one 
had fallen and othtT trfpped over the 
prostrate forms, and all had died 
where they lay, evidently suffocated by 
the gas. Others were bent over backs 
of seats where they had been thrown 
by the nish of people for the doors 
and killed without hardly a ehancd to 
rise from their seats. On? man was 
found with his back bent nearly dou- 
ble, his spinal column having been 
fractured as he was thrown backward. 
A woman was found cut nearly- in wf 
by the back of the seat, she hatteg 
been forced over it fece downward. 



HARROWING iN THE EXTREME. 



Seeree and Scores of Dead With Their 
Pacea Trampled Off. 

In the aisles nearest to tho doors 
the scenes were harrowing In the ex- 
treme. BodieiCla^ in every conceir- 
able attitude, batf naked, the Ibok on 
their faces revealing some portion of 
the agony which must have preceded 
thoir death. Thero werc! scores and 
scores of people whose entire face had 
been trampled oomplet^y oil ^y the 



heela of those wao rushed over tliem 
had in one aisle the body of a man 

was found with not a vestige of cloth- 
ing, flesh or bone remaining above his 
waistline. The entire upper portion 
of hla bod^ bad been cu|i into mince- 
meat and carried away by the feet of 
thoee who traa^led him ; a search was 
carefully made with a hope of finding 
his head, but at a late hour Wednesday 
night it had not been discovered and 
all that will ever tell his friends who 
he was is the color and appearance of 
the clothing on the lower Itmbs, and 
this Is in such a eohdltton aa to be 
hardly recognizable. 

The theater has been constructed but 
a short time and all lt.s equipment was 
not yet in place. This was unfortun- 
ately the case with a flre escape in the 
rear of the building. The small iron 
balconies to which the iron ladder was 
to be attached were up but the ladder 
had not yet been constructed. 
Women Puehed From Fire Eacapea. 

When the panic waa at its height a 
great number of women ran for these 
flre escapes, only t o fir. 1 as they 
emerged from tho doorway ujion the 
little Iron platform that they were 30 
to 35 feet from the ground, a flre be- 
hind and no method of escape in front 
In a few moments the iron ledges 
were jammed with crowds of women 
who sc reamed, fought and tore at each 
other like maniacs. This lasted but a 
brief interval, and the rush from the 
interior of the building became so vio- 
lent that many of them were crowdea 
off and fell to the granite paved alley 
below. Others leaped from the plat- 
form, fracturing legs and arms, and 
two were picked up at this point with 
fractured akulls, having been killed in- 
stantly. Oeorge H. miiott, secretary 
of the Ogden Oas Co., was In a build- 
ing directly opposite from the thontor 
across tliis alley, and noticing smoke, 
went down to ascertain Its cause. 
When he reached the street the women 
were already dropping into the alley 
and Bliiott hurriedly lashed some 
planks together and threw them across 
to tho affrighted women on the plat- 
forms with instructions to iilace the 
end flrmiy on the Iron framework. He- 
fore this could be done a fearful loss 
of life ensued, the women were Jieing 
pushed every instant into the alley 
and by the time the bridge was con- 
structed but few remained to take ad- 
vantage of It. However, about two 
dozen. It is believed by Mr. Bliiott, 
made their way across this aarrpw 
cavaeway. 



CHICAQO PEOPLE APPALLED. 

Next to the Big Fire It Is the Qrsateet 
Catastrephe In the City. 

Raaely in the history of Chicago has 

its people been so stirred as by the 
calamity of Wednesday. It is next to 
the Chicago tire, the greatest cataatro- 
I)he that has ever occurred here, and 
the speed with which it came and went 
seemed for a brief period to appall the 
business section of the city. The news 
spread with preat rapidity ami in a 
short time inindreds of ni"n, women 
and children were rushing toward tlie 
theater. The building In wblch the 
calamity occurred stands midway be- 
tween 8^te and Dearborn streets on 
the north side of Randolph street. Al- 
though every available policeman with- 
in call of the department w i^ immedi- 
at<'ly hurried to th(> s|M,t a:; ! tlie men 
placed in lines at the end of the block, 
allowing nobody to enter Randolph 
street from either Dearborn or State, 
it was found for*a time almost Im- 
possible to hold back f'lo frenzied 
crowd that pri'Hsed forward, many of 
them haviiiK frit nds or relatives In the 
theater and anxious to learn some- 
thing, of them. The conduct of the 
poUoe was beyond all praise. The of- 
fieerfe held their ground flrmiy and 
gently pushed back nil those who 
sought to gain an entrance to the the- 
ater. 

Carrying Out ths Dead. 

In spite of the efforts of the police, 
however, a large number of pcniple 
succeeded in breaking through their 
lines and entering the theater, and in 
many cases did heroic work in rescu- 
ing the injured and carrying out the 
dead. Among these waa Alderman 
William H. Thompaon, who nnalded 
carried to the street the bodies of 
eight women. The first newspaper 
men upon the ground also t arried out 
many of the dead and Injured. The 
building was so full of smoke when the 
firemen flrst arrived that the full ex< 
tent of the catastrophe was not lmme> 
dlately grasped. All the lights in the 
theater were necessarily out and the 
only illumination came through the 
cloud of smoke that hung between the 
interior of the theater and the street. 

Word was at once sent to th^ Orr * 
Lockett Hardware Co., two doors east 
of the theater, and that firm at once 
placed Its entire stuck of lanterns at 
the service of the department. Over 
200 light were quickly carried info the 
buildimr and the work of rescue com- 
mences So r^idly were the bodies 
brought down that for over an hour 
there were two streams of men passing 
in and out of tho doorway, the one car- 
rying bodies, the other composed of 
men returning to get more. 



PILES OP CORPSES. 



A Line 50 Feet Long and Piled TVVO 
and Three Feet High. 

Although ail the patrol wagons and 
every ambulance owned by the city 
were pressed into service, they were 
utterly inadequpte to carry away the 
dead, and In a short time there wa' a 
line of corpses 50 feet long, piled twu 
and three high, on the sidewalk In 
front of the theater. It waa found 
necessary In order to convey the bodies 
rapidly to the morgue, and to the vari- 
ous undertaking establishments, to im- 
press trucks into service, and In thesf, 
upon costly blanketa furnished by the 
dry goods stores in the vicinity, and 
covered with the sanie material, the 
dead were hauled away practically like 
so much cord wood. The merchants m 
the vicinity of the theater rose to the 
emergency In splendid fashion. Mar 
shall Field A Co., Mandei Bros., Schles- 
inger A Mayor, Carson, PIrie, Scott A 
Co., and other large dry goods stores 
sent wagon load after wagon load of 
blankets, rolls of linen and packages of 
cotton to be used in binding up the 
wounds of the tafuvi and ta eevtr tie 
dead. 

The Wounded Cared For. 

The drug stores furnished their 
stock to anybody that aaked for it in 
the name of people hnrt Is tUm tt%. 
Doctors and trained nurses were on 

the ground by the score within half an 
hour after the extent of the calamity 
was known, and every wounded persoa 
who was carried from the building re- 
ceived prompt medical aid. A nnmber 
of doctora wsitad at the entrance to 
the theater with stethoscopes in hand, 
and as soon as a body which looked as 
though it might possess life was car- 
ried out, it was at once examined, and 
if dead placed on the pile Ijriag on the 
sidewalk. The othera were at once 
placed In arabolahoes and whirled 

away to hospitals or to the nfflces of 
physicians in the immediate neighbor- 
hood. 

One large truck, ordinarily used for 
conveying freight to depots, was so 
heavily loaded with dead in front of 
the theater that the two large horses 

attached to it were unable to start, ana 
the police were compelled to assist by 
tugging at the wheels. When the need 
for trucks to remove the dead was more 
presEing., a huge fiectric delivery 
wagon owaed tqr Motttfomery Ward A 
Co. was hailed by the pelloe. 



THNIVM AND PICKPOCKETS. 



Over a Dexen Persona Were plaeed 
Und er Ar reat.' 

While scores of men were busy car- 
rying out the dead and injured, others, 
tortiiuatoiy few in number, searched 
the aisles and seata for valuables. 
Two men were found who had pro- 
vided themselves with baskets and 
were filling them with the property 
of the dead. They were inniiediately 
placed under ari'st and the tlit^iter 
ushers and staj^' - were given the 

wcMTlc of collecting ull the valuables 
on the floor of the theater. Onrtag the 
evening the police arrested over a 
dozen men accused of being thieves 
and pickpockets. 

The Iroquois tiieater di'-iastcr was 
vastly more destriK ti\ c to i.-,iina!i l.i. 
than any other playhouse flre in the 
history of this country. The flre next 
to it in point cf lives lost occurred Do 
cember 5, 187(i. In Conway'R Brooklyn 
theater. UrooKlyn. .N". Y., where 2l<5 
of tho aiiiiience perished In the flames. 
The day after Christmas, In 1811, 
while the play, "The Pleading Nun," 
was being performed in a theater at 
Richmond. Va., a fire started that 
burned 7.') peisens to death, among 
them bidng tho governor oi' the state, 
Oeorge W. Smith. The old world sup- 
plies no liistaiues of fires in t i eaters 
that may be classed with the three 
mentlbneH.

Snbjeeted (o the new trsalmaot the 
flimsiest of f itirics becomes fo impervi- 
ous to water that if bulged or folde<l in 
the shape of a bowl or pocket it will tiold 
water for days without letting a drop es- 
cape through Its meshes. 

The significant process in the new 
treatment is the liberation of a gas, such 
as carbonic dioxide, slmnltaneonsly with 
the precipitation upon the fabric of va- 
rious chemical reagents. The result is 
that this gas. In a finely divided state, 
merges with the compound employed 
and is held fixed in tnis chemical coa^ 
ing In sneh a way that water, even niuler 
pressure, cannot pass through it. 

It is predicted that the new process, 
which is protected by patent^ will work 
a revolution in the manufacture of water- 
proof garments, inasmuch as it will 
enable the people engaged in this in- 
dustry to turn out a much greater variety 
oflmackintoshea and other rain garments 
mid at a lower eoet than is possible in 
the making of watarpioof dothlng at 
praaent.

Washington, Dec. 31 —With war 
staring his rounto' in the face, Mr.
